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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant contents that absorber layers A1 
and A2 are formed of "metal clusters" and that Helm discloses continuous layers. The examiner contents however that "metal clusters" is 
synonymous with "metal atoms" as is well known in a sputtering process (a thin continuous layer or discrete atoms, e.g. "clusters'). The 
Figures relied upon are gross exaggerations and there is no evidence in the specification that such "metal clusters" actual form any shape 
resemblent in the figures i.e. spherical structures that would actually differentiate the art. The specification states that "This cluster layer 
can be applied by sputtering (for example ion beam or magnetron) or vapor desposition (electron beam) or out of a solution, for example 
through adsorption [sic]". These are all well known thin layer desposition techniques which apply atom layers to a target surface. Helm 
discloses these exact same processes. Furthermore, even though Helm in view of Mayer teach the invention in whole (e.g. "metal clusters" 
equivalent to "metal atoms"), the term "metal clusters" can reasonably be construed to align with the conventional term "metal atoms", as is 
broadly presented in the claims. 
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
